Consequently I gave way to doing nothing 
much but reading. In fact I kind of went on a year-end bender trying to just plow through as many 
books a$ I could. It’s my own way of-beating depression I suppose. It’s also a means of escape, 
without actually going anywhere, one I can thrown myself into between issues of my zine. Most 
recently I’ve been reading Kingston bv Starlight by Christopher John Farley, which is about a 
woman pirate who dressed as a man sails through the Caribbean with her crew, until a 
government official's vindictive revenge puts an end to their adventures. I couldn’t help but think 
of Moe on her fishing boats in X-tra Tu f while reading this. Drugs are Nic e by Lisa Carver and 
Slrifl fily by Lily Buma are both reviewed in the book section. These were really cool to read 
hand in hand, as their are both women who’ve been involved in the punk scene in the early 90s, 
Lily as a writer for MRR and stripper for cash, and Lisa a as a performance artists. I enjoyed 
reading their very alternate realities from my own, while living in the same NYC as me at the same 
time. Also on my tops list right now is Abort! zine and Fly’s latest Peop s zine, both of which took 
me to the current streets of NYC’s LES with colorful characters, which gave me a longing for my 
own adventure backthere The Fortress ot Solitude , by Jonathan Lethem is a story about a white 
kid growing up in a predominantly black Brooklyn neighborhood, in the seventies. It's a 
mammoth story which gets into much of the similar territory that Dalton Conley's Honkv did, but 
goes several steps further into a huge novel. Combining all this reading with seeing a bunch of 
old New York friends at various shows this past month has really hit me over the head with NY- 
ness, so I think I’ll be planning a trip up there soon. 

As the year actually turned, I pulled myself out of the books, started working on this new 
issue, and I found my spirits pick up. I went up to Philly for the “Slush Fest", which wasn’t so 
slushy at all. I guess a big show and gathering was just what I needed to kick the doldrums of 
winter, cause ever since I’ve been in a good mood. It was a funny show, in that it was much 
different from the usual crust fests I go to. Friday night was a much punker show, with street 
punk and oi-punk and lots more skinhead and Mohawks than I’m used to seeing being brought 
out by the Boils and Cranked Up. I also ran into a lot of folks I haven't seen in a decade. The 
Bayonettes opened the show, and it was a treat to get to see them after hearing much about them. 
Imperial Leather were the highlight for me. I missed their show in Richmond the night before, 
much to my frustration, but made up for it by driving 5 hours to another town to see them. I hadn’t 
seen Amyl in over 10 years and it was good to catch up. Saturday’s show was quite a mix of 
bands, all headliner type bands with their own cult-like following and it brought out a very diverse 
crowd. Again, people I haven’t seen in forever from all different niches of the diverse 
underground punk scene. Hardskin from the UK were brought over for this winter fest, and while 
it took me a while to settle into getting the continuous banter and jokes, their old-school oi-punk 
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is undeniably catchy. But my favorite thing was watching the crust 
punks lose their minds. Fucked Up, Paint it Black and Dillenger 4 
are all bands with cult-like followings and it was pretty cool to see 
all of them at once. Erik Peterson played a Mischief Brew set with 
a fuil electrified band and stole the show for me, as I kind of 
expected he would. But once again, it was just as much about 
seeing the people, and in this case catching up with really old 
friends, as it was about seeing the bands. But Erik & I can not get 
enough of the good Philly shows, so we were back in the van 2 
weeks later to trek up to see RAMBO. Municipal Waste and Caustic 
Christ — a winning combination if ever there was one. Tony 
Pointless is moving to Arizona, leaving the streets of Philly behind, 
so this was his going away show. It's not like we won’t see 
RAMBO play again, in fact they’re heading off for their second 
South East Asian tour this month. But it was still an event to 
celebrate cause Tony has given the Philly punk scene so much, he 
deserved a good send off. And besides the utter drunken chaos of 
what is usually a venue with no drinking allowed (and should be), 
the show was a blast, packed to the walls and full of thrash 
insanity. Cardboard costumed fans meet up with boogie board 
crowd surfers in a combination that only these two bands can 
create. And Caustic Christ sounded better to me than ever before. 
FOD opened up, and with their first song I had an epiphany, being 
reminded that I do love their old-school Philly punk sound. Wow.

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I spent most of yesterday sitting on the couch trying to do some research 
on collard greens for this column. I have a lot of plant, herb, gardening, 
cooking and preventative health books, so I figured that I would be able to 
unearth something without getting on the internet (which any of you could do 
on your own, anyway). I didn’t find as much as I thought I would. Anyway, 
the reason I was looking for info to share on the aforementioned collards is 
because it is now the middle of January and I still have a fairly lively collard 
plant growing in my back yard - and I live in WISCONSIN!!! I'm so amazed by 
this plant! ft was started in June and here is what it has been through since 
then. A hot, dry summer with very little rain, 3 different complete chompings 
down to the main stem by unknown furry creatures terrorizing the garden (and 
it grew back bigger each time), a ton of rain during the late fall, buried in almost 
a foot of snow up to the top few leaves for close to a month in December and 
now (we haven’t had any snow in a few weeks and all the lawns are green and 
somewhat lush - which is entirely wrong for the middle of January) it sits 
amongst strawberry plants as the last sentinel of the garden...a reminder that 
eventually things will start growing again. All of the other collards were 
harvested in October and our freezer is overflowing with them. I’m not sure 
why we didn't harvest the plant I’m talking about - most likely because it’s in 
a smaller bed by the garage and the animals seemed to like it so much. I’m 
still a bit perplexed that no furry busy body has seized the collard as a winter 
snack - maybe the creature that loves to eat it is bedded down for the winter. 
Suffice to say that collard greens and kale are hardyhearty and delicious' 
nutritious for you. Get on the internet and check ‘em out. Great in soups, 
stews, and lightly steamed. Leafy greens, people!!! You need ‘em. Easy to 
grow, readily available at any store and possibly wintering in a garden near 
you. Books'Brains'Televisiorvtifestyle?!... As I was searching for col¬ 
lard info, I got stuck on two books. One of them has been with me for many 
years - it is a massive source of information on nutrition and finding the 
synthesis of vital elements of Eastern and Western Food practices and 
philosophies in life. Healing With Whole Foods by Paul Pitchford. Truly 
amazing. You can open up to any section and jump right in - although it would 
probably make more sense to just start at the beginning. The second book is 
a new one, recently purchased, called The Hio Chick’s Guide To Macrobiot- 
i£S by Jessica Porter. Now, normally I try to avoid 
anything that might have the words ‘hip chick’ in it. 

Primarily because I LOATHE the word ‘chick’ and let’s 
be honest...I’m just not very hip. I decided to ignore 
the cover and dive into the contents. I’m fascinated 
with the macrobiotic diet. I don’t think that I could 
ever truly be hardcore macrobiotic, but I’m really 
drawn to a lot of the thought^rinciples behind it. I 
have quite a few books on macrobiotics, but they are 
from the 70's and are written by somewhat stuffy' 
serious Japanese men. (there is nothing wrong with 
that! I love the 70’s and am quite fond of almost all 
things Japanese (including the people, regardless of 
gender - but I digress). I was curious how a modem 
woman was presenting the macrobiotic world in a 
‘hip’ fashion. Of course, I didn’t start at the beginning, 

I just flipped through and stopped as things caught 
my fancy. There is some seriously good reading in 
here. I’m definitely going to go back and start at the 
beginning. The weirdest part about my day of 
reading about health and nutrition was that I had the 
television on during most of it (which is silly, but I am 
quite fond of some bad tv - especially during the 
winter).

Of course it’s fine that our 
President initiates wars in the Middle East - because it was foretold in the 
Bible. Oh, and it doesn’t stop with wars; right after Hurricane Katrina hit, I 
had a taxi driver tell me that New Orleans going 
underwater was a sign, the first step in the second 
coming. I brought up ideas of that maybe human 
reasons like global warming and inadequate water 
management policy like poor levees were the cause 
of the flood... but he just shot me down. “They’re all 
signs that this world is ended." Fuck. How do you 
argue with that logic? And he is not just spouting a 
random wingnut perception - a whole lot of this 
country believes this! The world is ending, get ready 
and embrace Christ. Is it any wonder why the current 
Christian administration doesn’t give a fuck about the 
ecological collapse that is currently going on?

It is slowly working its way 
to bringing a social revolution which will hurt me, and 
a lot of people I love I, or we, my progressive minded 
friends, am at war with this movement, as it stands 
for everything we need to fight. I feel it is fine to make 
the lines clear, we can give no quarter in this situation. 

At abortion and homosexual rights demonstrations I 
have seen them take a clear stance against me. Now 
I’m turning it back on them. I am not saying that all 
Christians are my enemy, as this is not the case. But 
the movement of neo-right Christian groups which 
have allied themselves with the Republican Party is a 
prime target. 



What do feminism and animal welfare issues have to do with each other? Is 
animal liberation connected to liberation for women? Speciesim and sexism are 
similar oppressions in that they are both dictated by the gender hierarchy and male 
privilege in our society. Power is mea¬ 
sured by dominance in our society and 
men maintain the most power (patriar¬ 
chy) by dominating those “less" than 
them ri women and animals. Women 
and animals are dominated though ob¬ 
jectification and consumption by (most) 
men. Animals are literally turned into 
objects - objects for entertainment, for 
experimentation, or as legs, wings, and 
breasts for food and then are literally 
consumed as a meal. Women are viewed 
as objects - objects of desire, for sexual 
gratification, for sexual reproduction, and 
objects of violence and then are meta¬ 
phorically consumed by being used to 
fulfill the needs of society, more specifi¬ 
cally the needs of (most) men. This 
objectification of women and animals is 
done in the media by feminizing animals 
and animalizing women. Animals are 
feminized in advertising to make them 
more enticing to consume and also to 
give the impression they want to be con¬ 
sumed. For example, a cartoon drawing 
of a pig standing on two legs, dressed in 
lingerie, and winking in an advertisement 
for spare ribs. Women are animalized to 
make them seem either very passive and 
easy to dominant and “consume" as with 
comparisons to hens and cows or adver¬ 
tisements may depict women “animalized" and in need of being tamed or wanting 
to be dominated such as being painted as a tiger or entwined with a snake. Most 
of the instances of the feminization of animals and the animalization of women have 
sexual undertones. There is an association of domination and control with sexuality. 
In fact, rape is a sexual act of domination, not sexual gratification. Therefore, the 
most extreme form of domination of women in our society is a sexual act. Female 
farm animals are valued exclusively for their reproductive “benefit" in their produc¬ 
tion of eggs, milk, calves for veal and beef. The control of animal bodies through 
the control of birth and sexual reproduction is the most extreme form of domination 
over animals. Violence and sexual violence against women and animals are 
becoming acceptable forms of gratification, entertainment, and advertising in our 
society. Since 98% of animals abused and killed in our world are for food, choosing 
a vegan diet is a feminist act as well as one of animal liberation. Looking beyond 
the human-species barrier, we can embrace being an animal, embrace our 
connections with non-human animals, and work towards equality for all. Choose 
to not participate in the exploitation and oppression of women and animals in every 
way that you can. Please take time to explore and consider your views, behaviors, 
and ways that you live your life and think about what you can do to improve your 
impact in the world Resist and refuse to participate in patriarchy. We can all help 
to make the world a better place and the first place to start is with ourselves!!!!!

experimentation, or as legs, wings, and 
breasts for food and then are literally 
consumed as a meal. Women are viewed 
as objects - objects of desire, for sexual 
gratification, for sexual reproduction, and 
objects of violence and then are meta¬ 
phorically consumed by being used to 
fulfill the needs of society, more specifi¬ 
cally the needs of (most) men. This 
objectification of women and animals is 
done in the media by feminizing animals 
and animalizing women. Animals are 
feminized in advertising to make them 
more enticing to consume and also to 
give the impression they want to be con¬ 
sumed. For example, a cartoon drawing 
of a pig standing on two legs, dressed in 
lingerie, and winking in an advertisement 
for spare ribs. Women are animalized to 
make them seem either very passive and 
easy to dominant and “consume" as with 
comparisons to hens and cows or adver¬ 
tisements may depict women “animalized" and in need of being tamed or wanting 
to be dominated such as being painted as a tiger or entwined with a snake. Most 
of the instances of the feminization of animals and the animalization of women have 
sexual undertones. There is an association of domination and control with sexuality. 
In fact, rape is a sexual act of domination, not sexual gratification. Therefore, the 
most extreme form of domination of women in our society is a sexual act. Female 
farm animals are valued exclusively for their reproductive "benefit" in their produc¬ 
tion of eggs, milk, calves for veal and beef. The control of animal bodies through 
the control of birth and sexual reproduction is the most extreme form of domination 
over animals. Violence and sexual violence against women and animals are 
becoming acceptable forms of gratification, entertainment, and advertising in our 
society. Since 98% of animals abused and killed in our world are for food, choosing 
a vegan diet is a feminist act as well as one of animal liberation. Looking beyond 
the human-species barrier, we can embrace being an animal, embrace our 
connections with non-human animals, and work towards equality for all. Choose 
to not participate in the exploitation and oppression of women and animals in every 
way that you can. Please take time to explore and consider your views, behaviors, 
and ways that you live your life and think about what you can do to improve your 
impact in the world Resist and refuse to participate in patriarchy. We can all help 
to make the world a better place and the first place to start is with ourselves!!!!!

Me and 
a polite but unruly gang of men in cowboy hats have spent dozens of hours 
around mesquite fires smoking mota and drinking tequilita (a particularly 
noxious version of tequila made by mixing grain alcohol with an equal quantity 
of water) while talking about politics, love and bad corndos.

There were no roads, no cops, no private property, no 
hindrances whatsoever to you and a gang of kids spending months getting lost 
on endless dirt tracks through the desert and getting found on postcard worthy 
deserted beaches 

Although Mexico has always filled the role of compassionate ex-lover in 
my life, offering me refuge from trouble and an irrefutable body of evidence 
proving the existence of Magic, Fate and Destiny, Baja more than any other 
region, has typified that humyn experience of recognizing that in our absence, 
everything we love will change under the frantic hands of time and progress. 

This morning, as I sit just outside the North pointbreak staring Westward 
like some over masculin¬ 
ized snapshot of manifest 
destiny, the overall picture 
looks about the same as it 
always did. A few porpoises 
rise and fall in their diurnal 
frolicking. A particularly 
chatty elegant tern gossips 
at my bald head before am¬ 
bushing some particularly 
unlucky silverside who hap¬ 
pened to be swimming at 
the wrong place at the wrong 
time. But then, as I spin to 
catch another head high 
wave peeling off the point, I 
notice the changes one by 
one. The water, once green 
with kelp and plankton, is 
now a soupy brown color 
with an oily sheen across it. 

The once deserted beach 
now has three dumpy mo¬ 
bile homes parked on its 


cats and 48" rippers so an imported 

army of campesinos from Oaxaca 
and Chiapas could plant artichokes. 

Just to the south of the pueblo, a 
migrant labor camp sits like some 
John Steinbeck flashback with 
children’s clothing drying on the ra¬ 
zor wire fences while stem faced 
adults nurse their aching backs with 
caguamas of Tecate talking about 
the days when they can return to 
places that end in “tenango." The 
poverty of what has happened to the 
land and that which is happening in 
the daily lives of these migrant la¬ 
borers seem co-miserators in a 
much larger, much sadder historical 
drama. 

Part of my heart bleeds sadness 
at the changes that have forever 
soiled one of the most magical places 
I’ve ever been, but there are only so 
many battered landscapes, so many 
brutalized people you can experi¬ 
ence before your tears dry and stoic 
knowledge of the wretched humyn 
condition becomes that much more 
solid. Besides, like everything else 
that happens in the developing world 
be it here in Ejido Erendira or a place 
like Glendale, Oregon or Randle, 

Washington, the changes are nei¬ 
ther accidental nor all bad. 

For example, when the Ejido 
decided to bulldoze the living fuck 
out of a few thousand acres of the 
last remaining coastal desert any¬ 
where on the continent, they did it 
not to wreck ecocidal misery on the 
land, but to try and bring their com¬ 
munity up into the 21 st century with 
little things like electricity, schools 
and healthcare. As much as people 
like me romanticize small, non-elec- 
trified villages in the Global South, 
the story is much different for people 
who live there without fac ilities most 
of us think of as basic humyn rights. 

The same thing goes for the changes I see all up and down the coast. Every 
time I pass through the valley of San Quintin, the scope of the super agricultural 
megamachine expands. Where there was once a pair of mid-sized farming 
operations, now there are literally dozens of massive factory farms where literally 
half of America’s non-organic tomatoes are raised under hundreds of 25 acre 
greenhouses by the careful hands of migrant labor from the indigenous highlands 

of Southern Mexico. DDT and 
other banned ecides are 
sprayed from the air and a 
nasty Orwellian agricultural 
vibe hovers in the air like the 
topsoil blown skyward by a 
passing worker bus. 

And these 
changes are anything but lim¬ 
ited to agriculture. All up and 
down the coast, the Mexican 
government, following its own 
internal schizophrenia, has 
taken it upon itself to develop 
a massive tourist infrastruc¬ 
ture called the Escalera 
Nautica based on the con¬ 
struction of 28 yacht harbors 
in all but a handful of the most 
ecologically valuable places 
on the coast. If you’ve never 
spent much time poking 
around Mexican politics, the 
government there is trapped

A few days driving around the coun¬ 

tryside and you can see the rem¬ 
nants of other failed government 
works Dry irrigation ditches. Five 
abandoned PEMEX stations within 
a 2km area. Once fancy tourist ho¬ 
tels slumping into the Coliman 
desert. 

The problem is for Baja is that 
things are moving too quickly with 
too little feedback from reality. The 
Mexican government has published 
figures saying that 500,000 Ameri¬ 
can and Canadian boats will use the 
Escalera Nautica harbors each year 
as they voyage from San Diego to 
Cabo San Lucas. Of course, any¬ 
one who knows the sailing and boat¬ 
ing scenes would note that this fig¬ 
ure is close to 1000 times off base, 
as fewer than 700 boats make that 
trek every year, most of which are 
self-contained units with no inter¬ 
est in stopping in some run down 
fishing village with too small a har¬ 
bor and no real tourist draw. But the 
Mexican government, seeking to 
replicate the coastal annihilation it 
created with places like Acapulco, 
is going headfirst into these projects. 
Sure, the government’s heart is in 
the right place. It wants to make 
Baja into Southern California. It 
wants to take run down, third world 
fishing villages and turn them into 
Orange County, complete with good 
schools, clean facilities and giant 
shopping malls. But whether or not 
the government wants to see it, the 
future is more or less predestined. 

It doesn’t take long for one to 
realize that 10 years from now, these 
hartors will stand abandoned and 
filled with sand (you can't stop lit¬ 
toral drifts!). A few windowless of¬ 
fices with bad heavy metal graffiti 
will oversee the collection of rusty 
equipment slumping into the sea. And an otherwise pristine coastline, the most 
intact of its kind anywhere but pertiaps Namibia, will be forever altered by 
shortsighted humyn behavior. 

This is what hurts so bad about what is happening to one of the most amazing 
places on Earth. Unlike LA and San Diego and Orange-fucking-County, I know the 
“before" picture in this situation. I wasn’t there to see LA County go from desert 
to orange groves to suburbs to the largest megalopolis on Earth. I wasn’t there 
to see the growing pains of a newly birthed culture. I wasn’t there forthe slaughter 
of the LA river or the dispossession of Chicano farmers. I wasn’t there for the 
immense amount of wealth and corruption that brought us places like Coronado 
and Marina del Rey. I wasn’t there as The sky around LA turned from blue to grey 
to brown. But with Baja, I saw (and loved) it for what it was before things started 
happening 

However, for all the swirling clouds of impending doom, there are good 
things happening. An odd coalition has formed between ecologically minded 
American surfers and local ejidos to form eco-tourism blocks by which natural 
areas can be protected. A recently planned salt plant at Laguna San Ignacio 
(inside Punta Abreojos, another 
wonderful place) was shut down 
by such a coalition that, with 
good thinking, good listening and 
some hard work, has managed 
to meet the economic needs of 
the local community while si¬ 
multaneously preserving some 
of the last acres of wild coastline 
on earth 

This kind of organizing, farfrom 
the lies of- ideology, gives me 
great hope that so long as we 
keep our heads and our hearts in 
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Punk Rock & Hip-Hop

First Glance 

What comes to mind when I say “punk rock?" Snotty, spoiled, rainbow- 
haired freaks ? Weird British kids with safety pins in their faces, phlegm in their 
throats, and needles in their arms? Whiny, baby-faced Blink-182 clones with 
chain wallets so long they catch on their Vans and trip? What about when I 
say “hip-hop"? Iced-out pimps? Thong-clad hoes who can only use their 
brains for scheming and seducing? Gang violence? Incarceration? Super¬ 
predators? 

These are our youth cultures. Where do these images come from? Do 
they offend you? Do they hit home? Is this how we look? 

A Bigger Picture 

Why, out of all the youth cultures and music styles out there, did I choose to 
write about punk rock and hip-hop? There are a couple of reasons. They are 
two of the most controversial, most-hyped arid least understood youth 
cultures in the country and in the world. They started around the same time, 
have rich histories, draw on many other styles, are raw, innovative, and 
inventive. They both have enormous potential to motivate and inspire youth, 
to provide an understanding community, and to encourage kids to come 
together, have fun, and create change. And they don’t talk to each other at 
all. 

Commercialization 

Now back to the original question. Where do we draw the line between 
ourselves and the stereotypes of ourselves? What role does the media play 
in these youth cultures? Look to the origins. True punk has traditionally 
rejected commercialization by definition, while hip-hop as a whole never 
claimed allegiance to the Do-It-Yourself ethic. Allowing the mainstream 
music industry and media to affect our youth cultures has many implications, 
advantages and drawbacks. Punk’s strength lies in its abilities to create DIY 
channels and networks outside of the mainstream, while its refusal to “buy 
in" is partially responsible for its relative isolation and insularity. Hip-hop has 
exploded in popularity and influence because of media exposure, but of 
course, playing with the big corporations also means compromise, pigeon¬ 
holing, and lack of self-determination. Big media is the source of many of the 
stereotypical images I presented in the beginning. But there must be more to 
these two influential youth cultures. 

A Closer Look 

If you take a closer look at punk rock and hip-hop, their shiny surface 
appearances start to disintegrate, revealing countless colorful variations 
squirming below. Remember when you learned about the Earth’s layers in 
geology class? It’s like that - our worlds have a thin outer crust, but the 
underground is far deeper and is where most of activity takes place. Once in 
a while there’s a cultural earthquake or volcano, and new molten energy is 
brought to the surface. Once it’s out there, it hardens into lifeless stereotypes. 
We know that our music, lives and cultures are not that simple. We bring the 
heat — otherwise nothing would change. The media would rather make us 
look stupid to dismiss the threat we pose to their controlled way of doing 
things. Without dismissing the extreme materialism, misogyny, discrimina¬ 
tion, hypocrisy, and disunity that taint our music and cultures, we have to look 
at the long line of creative visions, resourcefulness, and political conscious¬ 
ness that winds through punk rock and hip-hop. I’m talking about ingenious 
young people who set up shows, performances, and events without any 
reliance on the mainstream music industry. I’m talking about the power of 
hip-hop to mobilize communities in the fight against the prison industrial 
complex. I’m talking about punks who grow organic food and defend old- 
growth forest. I’m talking about zines, squatting. MC battles, and young 
women educating each other about AIDS. I'm talking about entire subway 
trains covered with graffiti with such brilliant use of color, perspective, and 
composition that it would make most artists piss their pants. I ’m talking about 
music that draws from everything but sounds like nothing you’ve ever heard 
before.

everything we love will change under the frantic hands of time and progress. 

This morning, as I sit just outside the North pointbreak staring Westward 
like some over masculin¬ 
ized snapshot of manifest 
destiny, the overall picture 
looks about the same as it 
always did. A few porpoises 
rise and fall in their diurnal 
frolicking A particularly 
chatty elegant tern gossips 
at my bald head before am¬ 
bushing some particularly 
unlucky silverside who hap¬ 
pened to be swimming at 
the wrong place at the wrong 
time. But then, as I spin to 
catch another head high 
wave peeling off the point, I 
notice the changes one by 
one The water, once green 
with kelp and plankton, is 
now a soupy brown color 
with an oily sheen across it. 

The once deserted beach 
now has three dumpy mo¬ 
bile homes parked on its 
unstable cliffs. Juan Luis 
and his pals have long since 
vanished back to Sonora 
The armed rebellion of agave 
and datillo is nowhere to be 
seen having been annihi¬ 
lated by the Ejido as they 
tilled up the desert with D 9 


that happens in the developing world 
be it here in Ejido Erendira or a place 
like Glendale, Oregon or Randle, 

Washington, the changes are nei¬ 
ther accidental nor all bad. 

For example, when the Ejido 
decided to bulldoze the living fuck 
out of a few thousand acres of the 
last remaining coastal desert any¬ 
where on the continent, they did it 
not to wreck ecocidal misery on the 
land, but to try and bring their com¬ 
munity up into the 21 st century with 
little things like electricity, schools 
and healthcare. As much as people 
like me romanticize small, non-elec- 
trified villages in the Global South, 
the story is much different for people 
who live there without fac ilities most 
of us think of as basic humyn rights. 

The same thing goes for the changes I see all up and down the coast. Every 
time I pass through the valley of San Quintin, the scope of the super agricultural 
megamachine expands. Where there was once a pair of mid-sized farming 
operations, now there are literally dozens of massive factory farms where literally 
half of America’s non-organic tomatoes are raised under hundreds of 25 acre 
greenhouses by the careful hands of migrant labor from the indigenous highlands 

of Southern Mexico. DDT and 
other banned ecides are 
sprayed from the air and a 
nasty Orwellian agricultural 
vibe hovers in the air like the 
topsoil blown skyward by a 
passing worker bus. 

And these 
changes are anything but lim¬ 
ited to agriculture. All up and 
down the coast, the Mexican 
government, following its own 
internal schizophrenia, has 
taken it upon itself to develop 
a massive tourist infrastruc¬ 
ture called the Escalera 
Nautica based on the con¬ 
struction of 28 yacht harbors 
in all but a handful of the most 
ecologically valuable places 
on the coast. If you've never 
spent much time poking 
around Mexican politics, the 
government there is trapped 
in an odd paradigm, crucified 
with one arm nailed to obso¬ 
lete Leninist model of state 
sponsored development 
(complete with Soviet style 
acronyms) while the other is 
nailed up to good old fash¬ 
ioned shortsighted capitalism 


created with places like Acapulco, 
is going headfirst into these projects. 
Sure, the government’s heart is in 
the right place. It wants to make 
Baja into Southern California. It 
wants to take run down, third world 
fishing villages and turn them into 
Orange County, complete with good 
schools, clean facilities and giant 
shopping malls. But whether or not 
the government wants to see it, the 
future is more or less predestined. 

It doesn’t take long for one to 
realize that 10 years from now, these 
hartors will stand abandoned and 
filled with sand (you can’t stop lit¬ 
toral drifts!). A few windowless of¬ 
fices with bad heavy metal graffiti 
will oversee the collection of rusty 
equipment slumping into the sea. And an otherwise pristine coastline, the most 
intact of its kind anywhere but perhaps Namibia, will be forever altered by 
shortsighted humyn behavior. 

This is what hurts so bad about what is happening to one of the most amazing 
places on Earth. Unlike LA and San Diego and Orange-fucking-County, I know the 
“before” picture in this situation. I wasn't there to see LA County go from desert 
to orange groves to suburbs to the largest megalopolis on Earth. I wasn't there 
to see the growing pains of a newly birthed culture. I wasn’t there forthe slaughter 
of the LA river or the dispossession of Chicano farmers. I wasn’t there for the 
immense amount of wealth and corruption that brought us places like Coronado 
and Marina del Rey. I wasn’t there as the sky around LA turned from blue to grey 
to brown. But with Baja, I saw (and loved) it for what it was before things started 
happening. 

However, for all the swirling clouds of impending doom, there are good 
things happening. An odd coalition has formed between ecologically minded 
American surfers and local ejidos to form eco-tourism blocks by which natural 
areas can be protected. A recently planned salt plant at Laguna San Ignacio 
(inside Punta Abreojos, another 
wonderful place) was shutdown 
by such a coalition that, with 
good thinking, good listening and 
some hard worK has managed 
to meet the economic needs of 
the local community while si¬ 
multaneously preserving some 
of the last acres of wild coastline 
on earth 

This kind of organizing, farfrom 
the lies of ideology, gives me

A Bigger Picture 

Why, out of all the youth cultures and music styles out there, did I choose to 
write about punk rock and hip-hop? There are a couple of reasons. They are 
two of the most controversial, most-hyped ahd least understood youth 
cultures in the country and in the world. They started around the same time, 
have rich histories, draw on many other styles, are raw, innovative, and 
inventive. They both have enormous potential to motivate and inspire youth, 
to provide an understanding community, and to encourage kids to come 
together, have fun, and create change. And they don’t talk to each other at 
all. 

Commercialization 

Now back to the original question. Where do we draw the line between 
ourselves and the stereotypes of ourselves? What role does the media play 
in these youth cultures? Look to the origins. True punk has traditionally 
rejected commercialization by definition, while hip-hop as a whole never 
claimed allegiance to the Do-It-Yourself ethic. Allowing the mainstream 
music industry and media to affect our youth cultures has many implications, 
advantages and drawbacks. Punk’s strength lies in its abilities to create DIY 
channels and networks outside of the mainstream, while its refusal to “buy 
in" is partially responsible for its relative isolation and insularity. Hip-hop has 
exploded in popularity and influence because of media exposure, but of 
course, playing with the big corporations also means compromise, pigeon¬ 
holing, and lack of self-determination. Big media is the source of many of the 
stereotypical images I presented in the beginning. But there must be more to 
these two influential youth cultures. 

A Closer Look 

If you take a closer look at punk rock and hip-hop, their shiny surface 
appearances start to disintegrate, revealing countless colorful variations 
squirming below. Remember when you learned about the Earth’s layers in 
geology class? It’s like that - our worlds have a thin outer crust, but the 
underground is far deeper and is where most of activity takes place. Once in 
a while there’s a cultural earthquake or volcano, and new molten energy is 
brought toihe surface. Once it’s out there, it hardens into lifeless stereotypes. 
We know that our music, lives and cultures are not that simple. We bring the 
heat — otherwise nothing would change. The media would rather make us 
look stupid to dismiss the threat we pose to their controlled way of doing 
things.

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trying to gain status and success making money by doing something outside 

a 9 to 5, whether it’s MCing or producing, or selling drugs, pimping, or playing 
basketball. There's an irony when people break or subvert society’s laws so 
that they can obtain its most revered status symbols - Bentleys and high-class 
whores - but that’s what happens when the rich and powerful hype the music 
of the poor and oppressed. Punk rockers carry on the Beatnik and hippie idea 
of rejecting the materialism and conformity of their parents to instead either 
become artists, drug addicts, or try to save the world through activism. Of 
course, these are simplifications too, but at least they talk more about reasons 
and ideas. One common theme is dropping out of society to do things your 
own way. That’s why when the mainstream music industry and media play 
music that advocates resisting the status quo when they are the status quo, 
the message is neutralized, or worse, becomes a cute trend. The what and how 
of this is more similar when you look at people in either hip-hop or punk who 
have the common goals of independent artistic-expression, fighting injus¬ 
tices, and creating alternatives to those injustices. This is where there’s 
potential for communication and the two cultures complementing each other’s 
strengths and weaknesses. 

Don't Ride the Fence, Tear it Down 
Now I’m not saying that kids in the 
ghetto should start wearing patched up 
Carhartts, or that squatter punks oughtta 
rock G-Unit. Aesthetics are not the point. 

But what if the two groups could find a 
way to develop a more intimate under¬ 
standing of each other’s demographics? 

There’s a strength in the competitive na¬ 
ture of hip-hop leading to more daring 
dance moves, wilder wildstyles, and 
trickier verbal acrobatics. There’s another 
strength in the egalitarian nature of punk 
rock creating an inclusive environment 
where everyone can express themselves 
in a band, zine or on the dance floor, with 
the emphasis not on perfection of skill, but 
on being bold enough to do your own 
thing. Let’s look at what each side has to 
offer. What if punk rock activists were 
able to use some of the connections that 
hip-hop activists had made in the worlds 
of big music, education, and electoral 
politics? Because hip-hop has a far more 
widespread reach amongst youth all over 
the world, it’s a more effective tool for 
educators who want to relate to their 
students. Hip-hop activists could leam 
some lessons from the intricate music, 
traveling, and self-publishing networks 
that punks have set up. And punk has 
traditionally been a more welcoming place 
for all sorts of nerds, freaks and queers. 

Shouldn’t hip-hop be the same way? De¬ 
spite intergenerational misunderstand¬ 
ings, hip-hop has been a very effective 
tool for organizing communities on a fam¬ 
ily basis, that is not isolated to unmarried youth with time on their hands. Punks 
could impart some knowledge on various forms of direct action such as 
lockdowns and blockades, not to mention resourceful methods of living and 
traveling for almost free, such as reclaiming discarded food and buildings. 
Both do a lot of prisoner support work, yet they’re not comparing notes. 

An example of this kind of collaboration that I witnessed took place in the 
community gardens of the South Bronx. Here strategies drawn from environ¬ 
mental activism, traditionally practiced by the white and middle class, were 
applied to grassroots community organizing and the environmental move¬ 
ment rooted in communities of color. When profit-driven development plans 
threatened the community gardens, which were created by the residents of the 
Melrose neighborhood as spaces that beautified the area, united families, and 
created a safe learning environment for children, a group of mostly white 
activists ranging from hippies to punks assisted with legal defense and direct 
action. 

These types of relationships call for an open mind - it’s always easier to 
stick with your own. While simultaneously encouraging cross-pollination 
between cultures, we as youth need to hold ourselves to the standards of 
ideals, creativity, and respect in our own youth cultures. That way we’ll be 
sharing the best aspects of our cultures rather than replicating hypocrisy and 
unoriginal thinking. I don’t want to imply that punk rock and hip-hop fit together 
perfectly, that there aren’t discrepancies with race, ideologies, styles, ana 
ways of doing things. I also don’t want to imply that punk rock and hip-hop are 
the only two youth cultures out there with potential - they’re just the two mosf“ 
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Mama Friends & Allies 

Most alternative parents are somewhat isolated from each other I know I am. 

There’s a whole lot more rad parents around these days but most of them have 

younger children, not a teen¬ 
ager like how I do. It's too 
easy to become isolated as a 
mother of teen since the role 
isn't as overwhelming as rais¬ 
ing a younger child—but it’s 
still surprisingly heavy. You 
can go for a while, just living 
your life with all kinds of indi¬ 
viduals, but sometimes you 
just need some one else in 
your position to find sympa¬ 
thy, enlightenment, and un¬ 
derstanding! Mama Power! 

Lydia is my new 
friend and a mom of teen. 
Just like me, she doesn’t have 
any other friends (in her daily 
life) with kids her son’s age. 
When you are part of a minor¬ 
ity or outsider group, you get 
used to not belonging in some 
ways and inversely: it feels 
really good when you find 
similarities (no matter how 
small, or maybe its even 
cooler sometimes, when they 
are small odd details) with 
others. I was having supper 
with Lydia and herfamily when 
I found out that her son had 
also not believed her when 
she first told him that Chuck 
Taylor’sConverse All Stars 
were cool. Not until the fash¬ 
ion caught up with his own 
peer group did he realize his 

mom might know something after all! (Old Punks would you 
believe it: In Elementary school, my daughter literally cried 
when she left her “good" tennis shoes over at someone 
else’s house and had to wear Chucks to school! It wasn’t 
until her High School days that they became popular with her 
peer group when Nike bought them out, and ran lots of 
commercials for them simultaneously as another wave of 
punk came into fashion: and, with an irony not lost on her, 
she now desired a pair.) Anyway, it’s a silly detail but it made 
me feel good I don’t normally have supper with other 
parents of teenagers. They were saying something about 
embarrassing him and I saidrWell all teenagers are embar¬ 
rassed by their parents. My daughter was like that too. But 
they come around, just like with the converse tennis shoes, 
and realize you were, actually, pretty cool after all. (Which, 

I must interrupt this cookhot cool discussion for a public 
service announcement via Lydia: Chucks are not cool 
anymore -BOYCOTT CHUCKS!!! — Non-sweatshop look- 
a-likes from No Sweat or Adbusters are OK). I told them the 
more recent story about how my daughter came home from 
her painter friend’s house and apologized to me: “I’m sorry 
aDout the time i told you it was a terrible idea to paint a mural 
on the wall, and how I would never let you paint a mural on 
the car. That was a pretty great idea and I'm sorry I gave you 


Mom; Hip Mama's Guide to Raising a 

Teenager - because she really lays it down! 

Teens of alternative and subculture type 
parents often wish we could be “normal” 
like other parents. If you think rebellion is 
just about dying your hair a bright color, 
you’re dead wrong. It’s a hard road but not 
a road to nowhere: stay true to yourself as 
you resist oppression and respect the rights 
of those around you to be their selves (in 
whatever shape or form that takes) and 
others will respect you in the end too. Now 
my daughter, while a fiercely independent 
young woman, is also a self-proclaimed 
“mommy’s girl". She wants to get a “Made 
in China" tattoo (cuz my name is China) and 
if that’s not pride in where you came from, 
then I don’t know what is. 

Feeling encouraged by sharing the ten¬ 
nis shoe story: I told Lydia that I suspected 
a trait of our generation of mothers might be 
that we had all left our afterbirths in the 
freezer. When you put together the trend in 
natural birth and the rediscovered custom 
of burying the afterbirth under a tree with 
our lack of attachment to land and laziness/ 
procrastination, a lot of afterbirths sit around 
in the freezer for a quite a long time. And I 
think my story might be worst of all as I left 
most of mine (I drank part of it in a V-8 
cocktail) in a friends freezer, where I forgot 
it when I left town. She laughed and said she 
didn’t have that experience: as a young 
mom of 16, she really didn’t have as many 
of choices over the birth process at she 
would have liked: she gave birth in a hospi¬ 
tal and felt apologetic most of the time. She 
said that was the great thing about finding 
girimom.com was finding otherteen moms 
to share experiences with and empower¬ 
ment. 

It’s not just these days, as a mom of 
teen, that I feel isolated from others like 
me—it's always been this way. I was the 
first of anyone I knew to become a mother at 21, which isn’t really so young 
but many people choose to have children later in life. I remember when I was 
first pregnant, and I felt sick. I worried something was wrong with me until I read 
in Our Bodies Our Selves that I was morning sick. It's kind of crazy how isolated 
we can be, how scared, and how much better we feel when we find out we are 
“normal" whatever that is. and even being not normal isn't abnormal because 
there are always other people like ourselves out there with to trade notes with. 
Over time, with my zine, with reaching out to others at the playground, and later 
with the internet I found myself somewhat a circle of associates. You know, 
kick ass radical moms! 

However, last spring I found myself really wondering what happened to the 


radical single moms—it seemed like 
all the “hip" parents I knew were 
manried. I was also really craving to 
be around people more like myself, 
even those a step ahead in the road 
as usually I am always the one in the 
crowd with the oldest kid (she will be 
18 in March). I get asked for advice 
but I don’t get much of a chance to 
ask it. And guess what? 

As if there is a Goddess and 
she answered my unsent prayers— 
to send to me the precise people I 
needed to talk to about the most 
important issues in my life— I found 
myself road tripping with a bunch of 
rad single moms of teens and grown 
children! My dear mama-zinester 
friend Ariel Gore invited me to go on 
her Essential Hip Mama Book tour 
“Yo Mama's Illumination Road 
Show": from Baltimore up to 
Burlington, Vermont. Oh my god - it 
was like a dream! Hanging out with 
the old school “Welfare Bohemia!" I 
met Katherine Amoldi (author of The 
Amazing True Story of a Teenage 

Single Mom) who is a grandmotherl 
And hot! She has long hair in braids' 
and she looks like a librarian and has 
ton of knowledgobxperience about 
art, revolution, and social justice. We 
also toured with Annaliese Jakimides 
who is a poetortistbiother from 
Maine of three grown children who 
raised them during the “back to the 
land" movement. And I just want to 
say, if you think the issues in zines 
and on the internet are good—they 
ain’t nothing compared to a road trip 
when it comes to discussing the 
deep issues in one life you need 
hours and hours on the road to bring 
up these talks and confidences. There 
is stuff I talked about, that I just never can in print. Especially with raising 
teenagers, there are serious things to talk of that we are more sensitive to 
keeping our children’s privacy and can not easily discuss: plus the way these 
issues are entwined in our own histories and souls. 

And everywhere we went: the mamas fed us! They took us in and gave 
us a place to stay; shared their stories of all the interesting things they were 
doing in their towns.

When I came back to town, it seemed like some road magic was still on 
me cuz Atomic Books approached me that they would like to put out a book 
of mine, an anthology of my zine. The Future Generation: a zine for 
subculture parents, kids, friends + 

others It took me a half a year to sort 
through my 15 years of making a zine 
and try to get something in order, 
with help from my two bestest mama- 
writer friends (Ariel Gore and Vikki 
Law). I’m kinda nervous, and kinda 
excited and hope to share with you 
(anyone who is interested in anar¬ 
chy, raising kids, and parenting be it 
social parenting or being a parent 
yourself) soon my zine book.

Vicki 
Law has been researching the history of ABC NO RIO, and compiling zines that 
document each aspect, time period and section of ABC NO RIO—a collective 
art gallery and show space in the LES of NYC, which just celebrated it’s 25 year 
anniversary. This is a place that is very important to me, near and dear to my 
heart. I credit my experiences there, and the time I spent involved as being 
integral to my life. It was in 1990 that the 
hardcore matinee started (well, Dec. of 
1989), and this zine talks about that 
time. What is so amazing about this is 
that it’s so cohesive, well researched 
and assembled. I was interviewed for 
this. I sheepishly admit that I had a copy 
of this completed zine in my possession 
for several months before I finally read it. 

It's almost like a part of my brain said, 

"Hey I was there, I lived it, I contributed 
to the interviews, I know what is in there." 

How wrong I am. I mean, all of that is 
true, but Vicki has done such a good job 
of setting the tone of the city, and of NO 
Rio at large. There were poetry readings, 
performance artists, an art gallery, and 
the hardcore shows all happening in this 
space, and for the most part the various 
groups didn’t co-mingle. And of course 
we all have a different perspective on 
what was going on, how it felt to be 
involved, and what it meant to our per¬ 
sonal lives and the creative active move¬ 
ments we were involved in. In many 
ways, it’s interesting to read and see 
how people who were involved in the 
same programs had very different opin¬ 
ions about what was going on, and very 
different memories of exactly how things 
went down at any given time.

I Growing Together at the Roots With My Friends by Sascha 

It’s Monday morning in Germantown. NY. Woke up to my housemate Kaya 
I asking me to help move the farm truck. I stumbled out of bed, pulling on my 
I soil stained pants, big snow boots, someone’s jacket cause there’s a pile of 
them by the door and we’re always just wearing each other’s clothes these 
days. There were half a dozen folks outside already there at the bottom of the 
hill by the bam, blowing steam out of their 
mouths and noses, getting ready to push 
the 1994 Ford F-350 orange diesel truck 
out of the mud. Kaya put it into gear and 
rewed the engine—wheels spinning, mud 
everywhere. We piled a bunch of heavy 
metal from the scrap pile in the back, old 
carpet underneath the tires, she still 
wouldn’t budge. Finally Erika hooked up 
her truck to the front and we pulled it out 
triumphantly, up the hill and out onto the 
road. Came back inside and Bobby and 
Patrick started making french toast and 
omelets in the kitchen with dumpstered 
veggies from the health food store in 
Hudson, bread from Erika's dad's bakery, 
and eggs from our chickens. Right now I 
can hear Ashley working on the goat feed¬ 
ing schedule and people milling about 
working on their various projects, our 
stealthy cats darting in and out of the 
doors, a flurry of activity all overthe house. 

I feel so lucky on mornings like this, the 
taste of maple syrup in my mouth, sun 
shining on my face. This isn’t any kind of 
life that you see on TV shows or read 
about in glossy magazines, but I can’t 
imagine what I'd rather be doing than 
living in a house with a bunch of my 
friends and working outside with each 
other on our collective farm. 

In This House That I Call Home 
Since the early Fall I've been living on 
an old farm two hours north of New York City with a bunch of sweet and 
wonderful people. And we’re all bound together by our passion for food: 
planting it, tending to it, cooking it, eating it, sharing it. talking about it, reveling 
in the wonder of it. We’re about to put up a greenhouse, grow a whole lot of 
seedlings from amazing seeds, and in the early spring we’re going to till up an 
acre behind our pond and grow a 
whole lot of really good, healthy 
food. We have two beautiful, preg¬ 
nant goats who are going to give 
birth sometime at the end of this 
month and we’ve been getting ev¬ 
erything that needs to be ready for 
the new babies. We’re having bam 
and field work parties and tree-prun¬ 
ing workshops every weekend in 
February to reclaim what we can of 
the 10 acres of neglected apple or¬ 
chards on the property. But really, 
amidst all of it, the most important 
thing we're doing these days is learn¬ 
ing how to trust each other, learning 
howto support each other, and learn¬ 
ing how to work together and watch 
each other's backs in a world where 
real trust and friendship seems 
harder and harder to come by. 

I can’t even believe we’re really 
doing it sometimes. I moved into 
this house back in August when I 
was losing my mind being a city boy 
living in a dark room down the street 
from the BrooklyrvQueens Express¬ 
way and working in midtown Man¬ 
hattan. I had a few sad looking to¬ 
mato plants growing in pots on my 
windowsill and I could barely relate to my housemates. Suddenly, four months 
later I’m in this intense relationship with a whole pack of people, most of whom 
I didn’t even know four months ago and we're living our collective dreams 



figure out our general decision making process, and trying to figure out exactly 
just who we think we are in this world. Meanwhile we re making sure all the 
people are getting fed and the animals are getting fed, we're trying to build better 
relationships with our neighbors, grappling with our sketchy reliance on oil and 
talking about energy sustainability, dealing with whatever other dramas we have 
in our lives... it’s a lot of work and not very easy: We bicker about food and dishes. 
Sometimes we argue about larger life questions and don't always end up in happy 
agreement. We try not to step on each other’s toes too much but we inevitably 
end up sometimes doing it anyway. We all come from different places, different 
backgrounds, and have different relationships to food and work and money. 

Living in community with people different than us is not something we're 
taught how to do well growing up in this society. But amidst it all we’re braving 
it, taking risks, and getting close to each other. Winter helps. We cook a lot of hot 
food. We spend a lot of time by the wood stove in the kitchen. We stay up late 
telling stories about all the trauma and drama from our childhoods .
